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CHICK CHAT.

Hatch your chicks in April or 
early in May if you want winter 
layers. Keep them growing con- 
tinuously, as while you are growing 
your chicks you are growing your 
eggs. 

Young chicks are babies 
thein as such, 

Do not feed the chicks for at 
least thirty-six hours afler they 
are hatched as feeding to soon over 
tuxes their digestive system and 
causes diahorrea. 

Dnst the setting hens and keep 
them free from lice at all times, 

Protect the chicks against chill- 
ing when transferring them to the 
brooder orcoop. Have your brood 
ers clean, disinfected a heated be- 
fore transferring the chicks from 
the incubator to the brooder, Use 
chaff for litter in the brooder, Ne 
ver use damp or musty liter, 

Teach the chicks that under the 
cover is there source of heat supply. 
A little patience in this matter will 
save many from sickness or, death 
through chilling. If chicks hud- 
dle together the brooder is to cold, 
if they scatter to the corners it is 
to hot. 

Remember that unsanitary or 
damp conditions bree’ lice and 
desease. Disinfect the brooder or 
coop occasionally, and clean them 
out often. 

Give chicks grit for first fred. 
It js adv isable to feed commercial | 
chick féod for the first two weeks.

Where commercial chick food is 
not used feed stale bread crumbs, 
rolled oats, or granulated oat 
meal, 

Hard boiled eggs may be fed 
occasionally, but should be mixed 
with some other foods or fed spar- 
ingly. 

After the chicks are 2 weeks old 
they can be gradually weaned to 
cracked wheat, and finally ground 
oats with hulls removed. 

Keep bran, grit, shell, ground 
oats, green food and fresh clean 
water before your chicks atall time, 
Chicks should have a supply of 
animal food or skim milk. Never 
allow milk to remain in vessels til 
it sours. 

Self-feeding hoppers !ocated in a 
dry place containing bran, ground 
oats, and grit insnres a constant 
supply of food for the chichs. 
Cracked grains should be fed in the 
liter. 

If chicks droop their wings or 
appear tobe sickly look for head 
lice. Head lice burrow into tle 
head of the chick and can be killed 
by an application of equal parts of 
lard and sulphur, 

Get your chicks on grass range 
as soon as possible, Green feed is 
necessary to rapid growth. 

A wet mash of skim milk and 
ground oats may be fed to advan 
tage occassionally by way of var- 
iety. Always’ feed wholesome 
food.

For National Pro- 
tection

The Riviera is a favorite place for 
fe aristocracy of Europe to winter, 
@pecially Russians, who are often 
glad to escape the snow and ice and 
@old winds of that bleak empire. Nice, 
Mentone and other points on the Medl- 
ferranean sea are during the months of 
December, January and lebruary 
thronged with people, who find there 
both a balmy climate and gayety.

This wag not true. No couple could 
be married In the Greek church during 
Lent in Russia any more than in Paris, 
The girl protested, but {n vain.

her mother of his solicitations. 

At the same time rumors came to 
Mrs. Durand that Stremoff was a rake 
and a profligate, without any sense of 
honor whatever. Fortunately the Uu- 
rands were relatives of the American 
minister at St Petersburg and the 
mother wrote him with reference to 
the marriage and the ruv.ors she had 
heard. The ambassador wrote her to 
come at once to the capital. 

The fact of having the Influence of 
one of so much importance at the Rus- 
sian court makes this episode in real 
life one of the remarkable stories of the 
world.

Life of Greenheart. 

A most wonderful wood fg that of 
the tropical tree called grecubeart, 
The tree belongs to the Iaurel family 
and is exported mainly from the is+ 
laud of Trinidad and British Guiana, 
The wood Is so nearly indestructible 
that no llwit to its life is known, It is 
used chiefly in ship and duck building, 
The wood {s provf against the white 
ant on land and the teredu in salt wa- 
ter. A United States government re- 
port says: 

Greenheart bas been known to stand 
fu wharves for over thirty years, and 
logs that have-remained under water 
for o hundred years are in perfectly 
sound condition. 

Greenbeart’s extravrdivaty resist- 
ance to decay Is probably owing to the 
presence of an alkaloid known as bi- 
birine and also to certain resinous sub- 
stances known as tyloses. The latter 
tre reddish brown masses of living 
cells that grow fn solid musses within 
little cavities that they often fill com. 
pletely, As they grow with the tree 
they turn black and make the wood of 
the older trees black, 

As In all tropical trees, whose growth 
is continuous through the year, there 
are no apnual growth rings. The trees 
probably do not reach tmaturity under 
250 years. A greenbenrt tree ts from 
sixty to a hundred feet in beight. tt 
Is an evergreen without knots and hus 
a broad, open crown, The wood weighs 
| about seventy-five pounds to the cubie 
foot and resists a crushing forvee of 
12,000 pounds to the square inch.

People of Korea Wear the Largest 
Hats In the World.

These hats look like great flower pots 
set on a round table six feet across, 
The crowns are nine feet in height and 
three Inches wide, much tike a chim- 
ney on a one story house. How do 
you suppose these large, round bead 
coverings are kept on? Under the 
brim {s a small, closely fitting enp. beld 
on by a padded string which ties under 
the ears. The materia! of these hats is 
bamboo, so fively split that ft is like 
thread, and lastly they are varnished 
to keep out the sun and rain and the 
wind. 

You know that the Korean people al- 
ways Wear cotton clothing, so these 
big hats protect them far more than 
our hats possibly could. In the rainy 
|} season cones of oiled paper are at- 
tached to the big bamboo bead cover- 
Ings in the shape of funnels, so, 1 sup- 
pose, that the rain pours off of them 
Just as water dves off a duck's back. 
A Korean keeps bis hat on when we 
should take it off. Soldiers wear black 
or brown felt bats decorated with red 
horse hair or pencock fenthers, and 
hanging from tLe sides. over the ears 
and around th r pecks are oval batls 
of porcelain, amber aud a queer kind 
of gum.—Sunbeam,

COLLAPSIBLE AIRSHIP 


Dirigible Used as Scout May Readily 
be Takén Apart for Trasport 


A dirigible which may be readily 
taken apart, with a short transported 
gondola capablo of being easily trans- 
ported by rail or road, has undergone 
successful tests by the French govern- 
ment, and will be used 25 a scout 
cruiser in the aerial navy of that coun- 
try. It is equipped with a horizon- 
tal propeller by which it may be low- 
ered withi reach of the landing crev 
without the use of g ide ropes. Ver- 
tical descents have been made from as 
great a heig’.t as 1,000 feet by this 
means and the number of men re- 
quired to operate the car is thus re- 
duced considerably. Two vertical pre- 
pellers besides the horozontal one are 
provided, and tw: 90 hors» power en- 
gines drive the dirigible at a speed of 
about 40 miles an hour. When taken 
apart, the dirigible is loaded upon 
two trucks, each hauled by a tractor 
Later models will \e so constructed 
so it is said, that the gondola will 
take the place of one tractor. The 
gas bag has a capacity of about 230,000 
cubic feet.
